DEAL ABOUT COMPLETE. 


WASHINGTON, April 2«.—At the cabi- 


net meeting the recent utterances of 
Captain Coghlan of the cruiser Raleigh 
were informally di*?ussed.

Long said he had received a letter from 
Captain Coghlan. 
He disclaimed any 


intention of insulting the German em- 
peror or Admiral von Diedrichs, and his 
remarks on the occasion of the Union 
League Club banquet were made in the 
most informal nanner, in the company 
of friends, without any thought that 
they would be reported in the public 
press. As they did appear, he said, they 
were exaggerated and distorted and he 
was made to say things which he did 
not utter. He claims that under the 
circumstances, his remarks should be 
regarded as privileged. 


Will Be Allowed to Retire. 


After the cabinet meeting adjourned, 


Secretary Long and Secretary Hay re- 
mained a short time with the president 
to further discuss the matter. It is un- 
derstood that the captain will soon re- 
tire from the service throngh the reg-

Baal 'Bek, the city of the sun god, !ies 


at the foot of Anti-Lebanon, In Syria. In 
order to reach it you must ride many miles 
over bare brown plain, across ridge* hoary 
With olive and green with mulberry, be- 
tween massive hills streaked like the zebra. 
Suddenly out of the silent fields spring 
mighty walla and pillars— giants who lift 
tbtir heads into tbi amber sky. Tbe Right 
of these superb utuan columns, beside 
wbicb the tallest trees look like blades of 
grass, fllU one with amazement. It is not 
alone tbelr eize and (trengtb and beauty 
that inspire wonder, but their very exist- 
ence In such a •olitude, far from the track 
of mankind. We of the nineteenth cen- 
tury—meek dependents on nil and «teani 
—are so in tbe habit of associating cities 
with modern mean* of communication 
that we are astonished at tbe presence of 
massive ruing iu the heart of * valley re- 
mote from river and sen. 


As we draw near our wonder grows, for 


out of tbe thick grove, whose dark 
branches sweep and moan like a troubled 
sea around tbe foot of imperishable cliffs, 
there rise new walls and pew columns, 
massive, ornate, stately even* in their heap- 
ed confusion. This is tbe Temple of the 
Sun, a relic of pagan worship tbat has 
looked unmoved on tbe birth and death of 
dynasties and faith*. led 'as by somo 
stfbng enchantment, we past through the 
grove, whose dark avenues, overgrown 
with weuds, have echoed with tbe shrieks 
of the victims of Baal, lord of the heav- 
ens.
